In a 3-2 vote, the School Com- 
mittee gave its approval Tuesday

Committeewoman Barbara

speaking, no animal succeeds in 


surroundings so foreign as Mus= 
sachusetts would be to a black= 
footed ferret, For such specialized 
animals evolve through thousands 
of years into creatures ideally 
suited to one type of terrain and | 
no other, 

The ferret killed in Pittsfield 
was in excellent physicalcondition 
and showed none of the signs of 
wear associated with animals that 
have been held in captivity, It was 
assumed that it was born in the 
wild, 

The U, S, Fish & Wildlife has 
called upon state and private or= 
ganizations to acquire wild lands 
and preserve the habitats of 
several species now near extinc- 
tion, It warns that 40 species of 
birds and mammals have disap- 
peared in the last 150 years, half 
of them since the turn of the 
century, 

In the East, the endangered spe- 


| cies include the Atlantic salmon, 
| the Everglade kite and the ivory- 


billed woodpecker, Of these, only 
the Atlantic salmon occurs in New 
England, It now enters eight 


streams in Maine - and no other 


waters in the United States, Once 


| it was so common along the Mas- 


sachusetts coast and the Connecti- 
cut Valley that indentured servants 
had written into their contracts 
that they were not to be fed salmon 
more often than twice a week, 
Pollution has ruined the salmon 
range outside of the few Maine 
streams, 

The ivory-billed woodpecker al- 
ways has lived far south of New 
England, Intermittantly it re- 
ported extinct, The gove mt 
reports, however, that a few of 
these huge woodpeckers stil] sur= 
vive in Florida, east Texas, 
Louisiana and South Carolina, 

The Everglade kite is a hawk 
that lives on snails and occurs 
only in Florida where about a 
dozen still live, The government 
established special refuge provi- 
sions for them this spring near 
Palm Beach,

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The School Vote 


Tuesday the School Committee voted unqualified, though 
not unanimous, approval of preliminary plans for a new 
senior high school. 

We feel impelled to take the position that it could have 
been done in a more clean-cut manner. 

A week ago the committee voted to approve the plans 
subject to review by William Black at the School Building 
Assistance Commission. This qualified acceptance was 
urged by Committeewoman Barbara Moody who said she 
felt teaching stations had been added here and there in 
sufficient number to make the school adequate for 1,500 
students in some subject areas instead of for 1,200 as 
prescribed. This, she feared, would provide a future 
excuse for postponement of expansion, and result in the 


need to curtail certain academic activity because of a 
space shortage . . . the current situation at the present 
high school where the population interferes with efforts to 
provide a balanced educational program. 

The vote was inflamatory. The manager and the school 
building committee made it clear they would carry no more 
trial balloons to Boston: they told the committee to seek 
advice, to propose specific changes — to take whatever 
steps it had to to come up with an unqualified decision. 

Accusations and innuendos were part of the crossfire, 
among them the suggestion that the selectmen and the 
manager were involved in a nefarious plot to influence the 
building committee and force the School Committee to 
accept an inadequate building. 

The reasons for the rhubarb are many and varied. Not 
to be discounted is the fact that the project has dragged 
on until two new School Committeemen are involved in 
making a final decision on a project they had no part in 
nurturing. In addition, there is a dissident member. William 
Doherty has virtually divorced himself from the proceed- 
ings since the decision was made to compromise on a 
auditoriumless school for fewer than 1,500. 

Two other factors are basic’: responsible for part of the 
seesawing is the fact that members resent being asked to 
vote on a set of plans, forewamed that the cost of the 
building as designed might preclude full development of 
playfields. 

For this they seem inclined to blame the selectmen who 
whittled $200,000 off the estimated price tag last fall in 
an attempt to make the school proposal more palatable to 
voters, 

And there was indecision because some felt, but ex- 
pressed only indirectly, a lack of total confidence in the 
assurances of school administrators that the school plan 
was a good one. 

We cannot help but feel that there was too much objec: 
tion too late. The time for the school Committee to seek 
SBAC advice on design and space relationships was 
months ago when everything was still in a fluid state. 

We with School Committee Chairman Robert 
Sherman who told the committee and Mrs. Moody that to tie 
Strings to the approval at this stage of development was 
to infer a lack of confidence not only in school adminis- 
trators but the school building committee and the manager 


agree 


as well, 

We will go one step further. To release the plans with 
such reluctance on the grounds that once approved the 
School Committee would lose all control, is to infer that 
the School Committee and only the School Committee is 
interested in the success of a building project that will 
benefit thousands of Andover youngsters. 

It is to infer that the members of the building committee 
and the manager are motivated by the budget alone and 
that they do not share in the concern for the educational 
program of our public schools. 

It is an inference that must be galling to a group of 
citizens who have given roughly eight months time to a 
community project.

Short of a real and terrifying fear, there can be no 
justification for individual or group action behind a cloak 
of anonymity. Certainly there is no public issue in ‘An- 
dover explosive enough to warrant such an emotion. 

Plenty of people raise questions and register com- 
plaints without creating a public furor. They speak operily 
(though not always temperately!) to elected officials, the 
police, the clergy and the press, and in confidence if the 
Situation warrants it. Right or wrong, the man who is 
willing to submit his ideas with a label is to be respected. 

The person who seeks to force solution to a problem 


through anonymity is a sneak.
